better health, Surgeon General Hugh 
S. Cumming declared today. 
Public health generally throughout 
the country is better this summer 
than a year ago, according to Cum­ 
ming. He attributes the condition to 
more sensible living, indulgence in 
j exercise, more fresh air, sunlight and 
wholesome food. 
The public is dressing more sensi­ 
bly than a decade ago. Women es­ 
pecially have a health-advantage over 
their mothers and grand mothers, 
getting away from unsanitary long 
hair and iron-clad stays. 
Even male attire came in for a 
word of commendation. Light suits, 
sane shoes and soft hats of straw now 
popular with men, are conducive to 
more comfortable existence. 
Federal statistics show that there 
has been a low prevalence of com­ 
municable disease this season, with 
the number of typhoid cases lower 
than at any time for two years. The 
death rate was lower for the first half 
of the year than for the same period 
of 1927.

Except for the technical de­ 
mands of diplomatic usage, America 
accords virtual de jure recognition to 
the nationa.xSt government. 
Article one declares: 
“All provisions which appear in 
treaties hitherto concluded and in 
force between the United States of 
America and China relating to rates 
of duty on imports of mere hand ise, 
drawbacks, transit dues and tonnage 
dues in China shall be annulled and 
become inoperative, and the princi­ 
ple of complete national tariff auton­ 
omy shall apply, subject, however, to 
the condition that each of the high 
contracting parties shall enjoy in the 
territories of the other with respect 
to the above specified and any related 
matters treatment in no way discrim- 
itory as compared to the treatment 
accorded to any other country. 
“The nationals of neither of the 
high contracting parties shall be com­ 
pelled under any pretext whatever to 
pay within the territories of the other 
party any duties, internal charges or 
taxes upon their importations and ex­ 
portations other or higher than those 
paid by nationals of the country or 
by nationals of any other country.”

Article two provides that the treaty, 
! done in both English and Chinese 
! texts, shall be interpreted In the 


sense expressed in English in the 
event of there being a difference of 
meaning between the two texts. Arti­ 
c le two also provides that ratification 
shall be in accordance with the re­ 
spective constitutional methods of the 
t w o countries. 
The treaty marks the first step by 
any 
o f the powers looking toward 
abolition of the so-called unequal 
treaties. 
It is regarded as a fore­ 
runner of official recognition of the 
national government by the United 
States.

HOW IT WORKS NOW 
The Income Tax Law was changed 
by the present Congress and it is well 
to show now and then again in w'hat 
manner was it changed 
Corporations rather than individ­ 
uals benefit most from income tax 
changes made when the Revenue Act 
of 1928 became a law on May 29 
Individual income taxes were suc­ 
cessively reduced in 1921, 1924 and 
1926, but corporation taxes hav^ tend­ 
ed to increase recently 
This y^ar it 
was felt that if the Federal Budget 
cbuld stand a $200,000,000 reduction, 
corporations should receive an impor­ 
tant share. 
As a result the corpora­ 
tion tax was reduced from 13 1-3 p^r 
cent to 12 per cent, and exemption 
for 
domestic 
corporations 
earning 
$25,000 or less was raised from $2 000 
to $3.000. 
Corporations should save 
$135.000.000 a year. 
No direct reduction was made in 
individual income tax rates, but in­ 
dividuals will benefit somewhat from 
the following provisions: 
1. Exemption from the 10 per cent 
tax on admissions has been increased 
from 75c to $3. 
2. On the 10 per cent social, sport­ 
ing and athletic club dues tax, the 
amount of exemption has been in­ 
creased from $10 to $25 per year. 
3. Approximately $66,000,000 should 
be saved by automobile buyers by the 
repeal of the 3 per cent automobile 
tax. 
4. The maximum figure that can be 
treated as earned income has been 
raised from $20.000 to $30.000. 
By the terms of the new law for­ 
eign central banks of Issue are ex­ 
empted from tax on eaming3 from 
bankers’ acceptances. 
This 
is 
in­ 
tended to encourage the investment 
of foreign funds in America’s dollar 
acceptance market. 
Profits on installment 
sales can 
now be reported over a period of 
years if initial payment Is not over 
40 per cent instead of 25 per cent, as 
previously. 
In the income tax title, the period 
of limitation on additional assess­ 
ments by the government has been 
reduced, in general, to two year* from 
date of filing return. 
Limitation on 
claims for refunds by taxpayers has 
likewise been reduced to within two 
years of payment of tax. This is an ­ 
other step to shorten the period of 
uncertainty regarding past liabilities, 
an end much to be desired.

SIX 
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Field Museum Gets 
Specimen Of Okapi, 
Rarest Of Animals

CHICAGO, July 27.—A specimen of 
the okapi, one of the rarest animals 
' in the world, and the only extant rel- j 
ative of the giraffe, has been placed 
on exhibition at Field Museum of 
Natural History. 
Hunters find the okapi the mo6t 
difficult of all African animals to 
obtain, according to Dr. Wilfred Os­ 
good, curator of zoology.

the Belgian Congo, and was obtained 
Itrom them by the Captain Marshall 
Field expedition. 
It was brought to 
this country by Edmund Heller, for­ 
merly of the zoological staff of Field 
Museum, who 
led 
the 
expedition. 
Heller is now director of the Milwau­ 
kee zoological gardens. 
The okapi is a forest animal of 
shy, secretive and nocturnal habits, 
end is found only in a limited area 
of the Congo, inhabited mainly by 
pigmy black men who are extremely 
hostile to whites. 
Members of the 
Expeditions had to 
spend 
several 
weeks building up good will on the 
part of these pigmies to get on good 
enough terms to obtain their aid in 
getting an okapi specimen. 
The okapi is a striped animal, and 
its existence was not suspected until j 
as recently as 1900, when some strips 
of its skin were obtained from natives 
by Sir Harry Johnston, a British co­ 
lonial administrator, says Dr. Osgood. 
At first these were thought to be 
pieces of the skin of a new type ze­ 
bra, but subsequently an entire speci- 
ment, skin, skull and skeleton were 
obtained, and the animal was then 
found to be kin to the giraffe, 
re­ 
sembles more closely the certain pre­ 
historic ancestors of the giraffe, whose 
fossil skeletons it has been compared, 
than it does the modern giraffe. The 
okapi’s neck and legs are much short­ 
er than those of a giraffe, but its 
teeth and horns are very similar.

Massachusetts Will 
Give Free Trees For 
Local Park Plans 


(International News Service) 
BOSTON, July 2 —A recent call for 
public improvements by the Massa­ 
chusetts Bay Tercentenary committee; 
was answered almost immediately by 
the Massachusetts Forestry associa­ 
tion with an offer to plant 5,000 trees 
for any city or town in the state that 
will establish between now and 19‘jO. '■ 
the tercentennial year, a town forest 
of 100 acres or more. 
It is not necessary, according to the 
offer that the land be in one tract but 
it may consist of several tracts with­ 
in or without the city or town limits. 
It has been the policy of the fo r-! 
estry association for sometime to en­ 
courage such increases in the natural 
growth of trees in an effort to offset 
the decrease due to the cutting off of 
timber without provision for its re­ 
placement. 
One reason given for the offer to! 
plant trees on such a large scale was 
that Massachusetts might set up a 
record and lead the states in the es- I 
tablishment of town forests. 
Estimates placed the area of idle 
lands in Massachusetts which might 
be brought back to productivity thru 
this method at over 1,000,000 acres. 
The need for this artificial effort is to 
make good the ruthless cutting and 
wasting of the large forest resources 
which were here when the early set­ 
tlers arrived and in many cases coh- 
tinued until quite recent years.

PARIS, July 27.—Did Vercingetorix, 
the original Gaul, wear the original 
Gallic moustache? 
Allegations tending to show that 
painters and sculptors of the whole 
Christian era put false whiskers on 
Vercingetorix have provoked learned 
arguments in the French academy. 
Until the Academicians reach an 
official decision 
on 
the 
question 
Frenchmen will have to ask them­ 
selves: “What kind of moustaches are 
we growing anyway?” And there are ; 
a lot of moustaches in France 
The academy ran athwart Ver- j 
cingetorix in the French dictionary 
which it is revising for the first time 
since 1878. A woodcut of the original 
Gaul adorned with along drooping 
moustache illustrated the definition 
of moustache. 
“This is the Gallic 
moustache,” it was explined. “The 
picture is wrong, Vercingetorix was as 
clean shaven as a North American 
Indian,” objected members of the 
academy. For proof they pointed to 
the writings of M. Franz Funck- 
Brentano, academician and historian, 
who set down: “Ancient money bear­ 
ing the effigy of Vercingetorix shows 
him without a moustache.” 
Others retorted that the late An- 
atole France described a Vercinge­ 
torix who would have scorned barbers 
and never need hair tonic. Less eru­ 
dite opinion, outside the academy, 
failed to understand how an early 
Gaul could grow a moustache and 
still preserve a smooth face but such 
puzzling will have no weights in the 
ultimate decision. 
Serious consequences will follow li 
the academy gives Vercingetorix a 
scholarly shave. 
There will be no 
such thing as a Gallic, or national, 
moustache. 
Men who sport a so- 
called Vercingetorix droop may dole­ 
fully call upon their barbers to cut 
off something that simply is not 
French. 
Thousands of people who daily visit 
museums and gaze at paintings of 
Vercingetorix will do so realizing he 
is hiding behind the moustache of 
another, possibly less original Gaul. 
And if the French love for histori­ 
cal truth is carried out to the letter, 
stone chiselers will have to mount 
hundreds of monuments to Vercinge­ 
torix and smooth off his upper lip.

VETERAN EDITOR 
DIES IN SOUTH 


Capt. William Rule, 90, On 
Knoxville Journal For More 
Than 5Q Years 


You won’t believe it, but back M 
the 90’s there were adults and even 
children who went for hours without 
r>nenriinff a nickel. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., 
July 
27.— 
Captain William Rule, 90 who for 
more than 50 years was 
on 
the 
Knoxville Journal and believed to be 
the oldest active newspaper editor 
in the country died today following 
an operation for appendicitis. 
He started his news writing career 
on the ‘Whig* when he was 21. Fol­ 
lowing his return from a brilliant ca­ 
reer in the war he re-entered newspa­ 
per life and became nationally known 
by his editorials. 
Following his wiritng of several edi­ 
torials that were directed at Major 
Moees J. Wicks of Memphis, he was 
challenged to a duel. He announced 
that the columns of his paper were 
open to any one for any controversy 
but 
branded 
dueling as 
being 
‘ heathenish” and “cowardly.” This 
step it is thought did much toward 
discrediting wholesale dueling in the 
south. 
As the styles of writing and the 
mechanisms of printing a newspaper 
changed Captain Rule changed with 
them. He had seen the development 
of the newspsDer from the old flat 


presses to the great organizations that 
they are today. 
Adolph S. Ochs present editor and 
publisher of the New York Times 
was Captain Rule’s office boy back in 
the "seventies.”

New By-Products 
Come From Farms 


R esearch W ork Develops New 
Products From Crops And 
Farm M aterials 


EVANSTON, 111., July 27.—With 
chemists throughout the country en­ 
gaged in research work, it will be but 
a short time until the farmer will 
have some use for all of his products, 
regardless of what they are. The most 
recent of these discoveries has been a 
synthetic lumber that is manufac­ 
tured from cornstalks and straw, ac­ 
cording to the Institute of Chemistry 
at Northwestern university. 
Lumber of every grade as hard as 
teke wood can be manufactured from 
the stalks. 
Not only can the stalks 
be utilized but the cobs as well. They 
are being used for scrubbing material 
in the gas industry ,as a wood floor 
and as a dusting material and sweep­ 
ing compound. 
R. O.Sweeny of the Iowa State col­ 
lege says that there are enough corn­ 
stalks in the United States to pro­ 
duce all the lumber that is needed 
and still have stalks enough for other 
purposes.

BELIEVE WOMAN CONNECTED 
WITH OLD LONDON SWINDLES 
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(International N?ws Service' 
NEW YORK. July 27—Possibility 
loomed today that Marla J Leslie, 
who la to be questioned soon In con­ 
nection with her purchase of *480,000 
worth of jewelry which she sold for 
$63,000 before It was paid for, is the 
former Marla J. Easfcwick, twice con­ 
victed In Old Bailey, London, 20 years 
■go, of charges of fraud similar to 
those she now faces. 
Mrs. Leslie was located yesterday In 
Dr. J. E. Bowman’s sanitarium near 
Greenwich, Conn. ’She is a sister of 
Edward Eastwick of Greenwich, who 
placed her in the private hospital af­ 
ter the gem transaction with Wana- 
maker’s and a Fifth Avenue jeweler, 
and a daughter of the late Edward P. 
Eastwlck of Philadelphia, wealthy 
sugar refiner. 
In 1901, It developes, a Miss East- 
wick was sentenced to serve six 
months in prison for obtaining money 
under false pretenses. Six years lat- 
$r as Mrs. Leslie she was again ar­ 
rested and similarly charged for get­ 
ting a Dublin woman to “Invest” $42,- 
800 in a “new J. P. Morgan syndi­ 
cate,” about which she said Morgan 
had advised her. Morgan denied any 
knowledge of the woman. 
On the second offense Mrs. Leslie 
vas sentenced to five years’ penal ser­ 
vitude. The judge presiding said it 
was his opinion the woman was of 
unsound mind. 
Mrs. Leslie had lived much of her 
life in Europe with her family. In 
1906 she married Leslie in Geneva. 


The first fraud charge against her ( 
involved the raising of a Canadian j 
Pacific Railway stock certificate from j 
5 shares to 5000, making it worth j 
$500,000. Mrs. Leslie might have suc­ 
ceeded had she not neglected to 
change the duty stamp from a shil­ 
ling to ten pounds. 
Mrs. Leslie is now employed by 
Capt. Isaac Emerson to Baltimore, 
maker of bromo seltzer, who is now 
with his wile in Germany to take 
possession of a new yacht. 
Upon the Emerson’s return depends 
all future action in the case. The 
district attorney will not act, it is un- j 
derstood, unless the Emerson’s prefer 
charges against Mrs. Leslie. Harry 
Winston, the Fifth Avenue jeweler 
who thought he acted in good faith 
when he gave Mrs. Leslie $63,000 for 
the jewels, is uncertain what basis 
of his suit to recover will be. The 
Wanamaker store will be content' to 
recover the jewelry and will not seek 
criminal prosecution. 
What action 
the Emerson’s themselves may take 
against their employe is not known. 
The jewels meanwhile lie in the name 
of the sheriff of New .York county 
under replevin in a safe deposit box.

Maine-Connecticut 
Potato Crop Leads 
New England Area 


(International News Service) 
BOSTON, July 24. — Maine and 
Connecticut will have more potatoes 
in the fall if the increase in planted 
acreage is any criterion, but the other 
New England states will show very 
little increase over the figures of last 
year. 
The potato plantings of Maine were 
incresed 9 per cent over last year and 
in Connecticut 12 per cent. In the 
other four states, unfavorable weather 
conditions prevented farmers from 
carrying out their intended increase 
in planting. 
A total of 238.000 acres have been 


planted in New England, according 
to the local bureau of the Department 
of Agriculture. This shows a decided 
increase over the total of 1927,—222, 
000 acres. 
The five year average 
from 1923 to 1927 was 204,000 acres 
planted. 
Potato prices above average for the 
past three years was given as princi­ 
pal cause of this steady increase in 
total acres planted. 
For New England the July condi­ 
tion of the crop was given as 84.7 per 
cent of normal—a forecast of pro­ 
duction of 47,523,000 bushels com­ 
pared with 45,598,000 bushels harvest­ 
ed last year and 47,240,000 bushels in 
the five year average from 1923 to 
1927. 
The total potato acreage for the 
United States was estimated at 9 per 
cent greater than that of last year 
and nearly 14 per cent better than the 
five year average. 
The final crop in potatoes for the 
United States was figured a t 443.640,- 


000 bushels as compared with 407,345.- 
000 bushels harvested in 1927. The 
five year average was 384,568,000.

Four weeks ago today we left New 
Castle and it has been a great four 
weeks of experience and sightseeing. 
We left New York shortly after m id­ 
night on the night of June 15.

morning, June 23, then took the fast 
express overland and made but one 
stop to Paris, a distance of 9,225 miles. 
We had four days in Paris this time 
and when we return from the Medi­ 
terranean cruise we will have four 
days more. 
One day we drove over 
the battlefields to the American ceme­ 
teries and all such places which m eant 
much to us. 
I surely had a queer 
feeling standing 
among

crosses, row upon row, and recalled 
how our boys made the supreme sac­ 
rifice. 
They are still clearing away 
the debris from the battlefields and 
wrecked cities, though the war closed 
ten years ago. 
From Paris we went 


to Switzerland, our first stop being 
Lausanne, w’here we visited the ca- j 
thedral at which place the great r e - , 
ligious conference was held a year j 
ago. 
Next we visited G eneva—saw 
the palace of nations reform ation 
m onum ent and stood in John Knox 
and John Calvin’s pulpit. Had a very 
quiet but pleasant Sunday at In te r­ 
laken, went up on the great snow­ 
capped Alps and saw Mt. Blanc in the 
distance. 
From this place we went 
to Lucerne and saw the glacier G ar- 
deu and the great lion m onum ent. 
From Switzerland we passed over and 
through the m ountains to Italy, for 
“Beyond the Alps lies Italy”. 
We have had ten days in Italy and 
it has been a great ten days. 
M ilan 
was our first city. The M ilan cathe­ 
dral is different from all others, as is 
St. Ambrose’s church. 
The original 
“Last Supper” by De Vinci was won­ 
derful. Then we went to unique Ven­ 
ice where the gondolas serve as trol­ 
ley cars and you ride on a great ca­ 
nal. 
From Venice we went to Florence 
to see her wonderful a rt galeries and 
cathedrals. 
Our next stop was Rome 
and here we had the happy experi­ 
ence of receiving several letters and 
the first half dozen copies of The 
News, which you sent us. T hank you 
a hundred times. 
The News always 
looks good to me every evening at 
home when the boy leaves it at our 
door, 406 Clenmore boulevard. 
But 
oh! 
It never looks quite so good as 
when we New Castleites sat down in 
our 
hotel, 
"The 
G rande 
Albergo 


M inerva” here in Rome to read every 
copy carefully. 
For historical interest and grandeur 
Rome is second to none of all the 
cities in the world. 
I shall have to 
wait until I get home to tell you about 
it. 
We leave tonight for Naples and 
after three days, we then sail the 
M editerranean for the Holy Land. 
We are m uch grieved to learn of 
Rev. English’s death and we are sorry 
to be so far away a t such a time. He 
was a splendid m an and a successful 
m inister. May God comfort his fam ­ 
ily and help his church in this their 
great need. 
Will close for this time. 
This is a 
strenuous trip and I may not get a n ­ 
other chance to write you. 
If not, 
will hope to see you the first week of 
September.

English Town Bakes 
15-Foot Pie To Aid 
In Work Of Charity 


< International News Service> 
LONDON, July 27. — One of the 
unique customs of old England is to 
be revived shortly at Denby Dale, near 
Huddersfield, when one of its famous 
“monster pies” will be baked in aid 
of a local charity. 
The pie-dish, which will be made 
of earthenware, will measure 15 feet 
by four feet, and will be 18 inches 
deep. The pie will contain beef, mut­ 
ton, kidney, potatoes and gravy, and 
is expected to be large enough to pro­ 
vide 10,000 persons with a portion 
each. 
The last Denby Dale pie was baked 
in 1896. 
About 60,000 persons visited 
the village, which has a normal popu­ 
lation of 1,500. 
* It must be clearly understood that 
when Denby Dale 
says pies it is 
thinking of things that Simple Simon 
could not have conceived. 
A pie to 
that little Yorkshire village is some­ 
thing to be architecturally conceived, 
communally cooked, and consumed by 
a whole populace. 
The tradition began, so far as one 
can discover, in 1788. George III had 
recovered from a grave illness, and 
to show its appreciation, Denby Dale 
went to work on a pie. 
Its 
precise 
proportions 
are 
not 
known, but the next one—built In 
1815 to celebrate 
the 
peace 
with 
Prance—has been recorded in history. 
A historian describes it thus: 
“Its crust was made of 40 stones 
(560 pounds) of flour, and 
in 
its 
cavernous belly were 5 sheep, 1 calf, 
140 pounds of beef, 13 dozen pigeons, 
5 hares, 81 couples of rabbits, 10 brace 
ot poultry, 6 couples of ducks, 5 brace 
of pheasants, 12 brace of grouse, 133 
brace of small birds, 91 pounds of 
beef suet, 32 pounds of lard, and 26 
pounds of butter.” 
The pie was dragged through the 
streets by 31 horses, and 60,000 per­ 
sons watched the triumphal proces­ 
sion. The climax of the story is that 
when at last the pie was hauled on 
to the platform whence it was to be 
served, its weight caused the platform 
to collapse. 
One pie, made* in 1887, was even 
less of a success. -When it was open­ 
ed it w’as found to have gone bad, 
and a near panic ensued as the spec­ 
tators sped away from its odor. 
It 
was dragged by horses to wood and 
buried in quicklime.

The church at Antioch was rich in 


i leadership in its five prophets and 
i teachers, Barnabas, Symeon, Lucius, 


j Manaen and Saul. “And as they min­ 
istered to the Lord, and fasted, the 
Holy Spirit said, Separate me Barna­ 
bas and Saul for the work whereunto 
I have called them. Then, when they 
had fasted and prayed and laid their 
hands on them, they sent them 
away.” No church ever laid upon the 
altar a richer missionary offering, nor 
one that meant more in sacrifice and 
self-denial than this church at An­ 
tioch when it gave Barnabas and 
Saul to be the first foreign mission­ 
aries to go out to “the uttermost part 
of the earth.” This spirit was fully 
matched by the heroic zeal of the 
missionaries, who, “being sent forth 
by the Holy Spirit, went . . . . and 
. . . . sailed to Cyprus.” No ship ever 
set sail with more precious cargo on 
ages telling, for the crusade then in­ 
augurated was destined to change the 
face of the earth and the manner of 
the world’s thought and life in all 
succeeding ages. 
Quite naturally they chose the 
Island of Cyprus as their first foreign 
mission field, for it was the old home 
of Barnabas. Chief interest in their 
work here centers in the conversion 
of the Roman 
governor, 
Sergius 
Paulus. 
Mark the Quitter 
From Cyprus the missionaries sailed 
north into Asia Minor and “came to 
Perga in Pamphilia: and John de- ; 
parting from them came to Jerusa-

lem.” This John is Mark whom they 
had had as their minister or helper. 
We are not told why Mark turned 
back, whether it was from fear of per­ 
secution or disease. 
But in either 
case he showed the yellow streak of 
the quitter who gets cold feet and 
turns back to the easier life at home 
and leaves his comrades in the lurch. 
Paul punished him for it seven years 
later when Barnabas, Mark’s cousin, 
wanted to take him vrtth them on 
their second missionary journey and 
Paul refused. But Mark learned well 
his lesson, and later made good, even 
with Paul, who, twenty years later 
testifies of him, that “he is profitable 
to me for the ministry.” So, Mark 
should be an encouragement to any 
whose early blunders and failures 
have brought them into disrepute, 
that they may yet make good in the 
very things in which once they failed. 
Barnabas’ Gospel of the Second 
Chance 
That Mark did come back and be­ 
came profitable, not only for the min­ 
istry to Paul, but probitable to all ages 
since through the gospel that bears 
his name, we owe largely to Barnabus, 
true “son of consolation,” (as his 
names means), who practiced so per­ 
fectly our Master's gospel, and gave 
i Mark a second chance to make good, 
i It may also be due somewhat to the 
stem rebuke of Paul from which 
Mark profited. 
Our lesson contains Paul’s first re- 
oorded sermon, which is a model for 
every Sunday school teacher and 
preacher in the matter of sticking to 
the Bible and from it testifying to 
Christ as Lord and Savior, and pro­ 
claiming salvation and forgiveness of 
sin through his blood. 
(The International Uniform lesson 
for July 29 is Acts, 1:1-52, the sub­ 
ject being, “The First Foreign Mis- 
sionaires,” and the Oolden Text, Mat­ 
thew, 28:19, 20, "Go ye therefore, and

No more city prisoners, especially 
those sent up for short periods of 
time, will be accepted by the sheriff's 
office, unless the city has completely 
deloused, ¿cleansed and purified the 
prisoners or will stand good for re­ 
furnishing them with clothing, when 
their term at the county Jail is over, 
it was stated this morning. 
And this action is beinj taken on 
official notice from County Commis­ 
sioners P. O. Elder, T, J. McCullough 
ind C. C. Boyd, who are thoroughly 
aroused over the expenditure of the 
DUbiic money to purchase clothing 


for some of these Individuals recently. 
The commissioners flatly informed 
the sheriff to refuse ail city prisoners 
except under the conditions men­ 
tioned above. 
-Why you cant buy 
a suit 
of 
clothing for less than $22.50,” de­ 
clared Commissioner Elder in serving 
the notice, “and just because the city 
has seme individuals that it sends up 
here who are in an unsanitary con­ 
dition, which necessitates the burn­ 
ing of their clothing before they can 
stop in the county jail, is no reason 
for the county spending money to 


clothe these men, who are no »bene­ 
fit to themselves or the city. If the 
city wantes to clothe them every time 
they are sent up here, all well and 
good, 
but 
we 
positively refuse to 
clothe them any longer. 
“We keep the county jail as free 
from vermin and in as sanitary a 
condition as possible.' declared Dep­ 
uty Sheriff William Reynolds, ’and 
we do not propose to take in prison­ 
ers from the city or elsewhere and al­ 
low them to pollute the place with lice 
and other kinds of vermin. Some of 
the prisoners coming from the city j 
recently have been in a terrible con­ 
dition and we have been compelled 
to cause them to strip and cleanse 
their bodies, while their clothing was 
in such a condition as to make i t ' 
necessary to burn it up. 
If we did ! 
not do this, the county jail with its 
numerous inmates, would soon be as 
lousy as the city jail.” 
Just this morning the county com­ 
missioners had a case of r. city pris­ 
oner sent up for three days. 
When 
he arrived recently his condition as 
regards sanitation was very bad and 
his clothing was destroyed. 
When 
discharged, naturally the question 
arose as to clothing with which to 
permit his appearance in public. The 
commissioners declined to buy new ’ 


clothing. 
A pair of overall jumpers 
that happened to be hanging about 
the jail premises happened to solve 
this case, but not to the satisfaction 
oi the prisoner who was released and 
who had sought new clothing. 
Commissioner C. C. Boyd expressed 
the opinion that “the city ought to be 
able to take care of its short-term 
prisoners", while the other members 
of

of 
commissioners 
thought that the city should take 
care of the cleaning and delousing 
of the prisoners before they were sent 
up to the county Jail.

Found In Tomb 
Of King Of Ur

LONDON, July 27.—Grim relics of 
the human seerifices at the funeral 
of the all powerful king of Ur, who 
ruled the ancient 
Mestopotamian 
Kingdom of Chaleda five thousand 
years ago have reached London. 
The remain of eleven women of 
the harem, blazing with gold jewels 
six soldiers and 42 male and female 
slaves who were murdered in the dark 
underground tombs of this King so 
that they might serve their master 
In the next world are included in this 
valuable collection now on exhibition 
at he British Museum. 
Considered the most important dis­ 
coveries since the tomb of Tutankha­ 
men was found 'In Egypt, these ob­ 
jects were dug up at Ur under the di­ 
rection of the well known archaeolo­ 
gist, Leonard Woolley. 
Murdered People. 
When the tomb was opened it was 
lound to be a charnel house of decay­ 
ed bones. The murdered men and 
women lay as they had fallen against 
the walls and on the floors. 
The skulls of the soldiers crushed by 
the weight of th earth which had 
fallen on them lay in 
copper hel­ 
mets tured bright green with age. 
The women of the harem were piled 
against the wall of the tomb cham­ 
ber of skeletons, still wearing orna­ 
ments of beaten gold; beside them 
their make-up boxes in the form of 
gold cockleshells 
and full 
of hard 


green substance which 5,000 years ago 
had been face paint. 
The mo6t interesting object in the 
exhibition at the Britih Museum is 
the headdress 
of the 
mysterious 
Queen Shub-Ad. This queen s 
body 
is believed to have been placed in the 
tomb at a late date in order that she 
might lie near her husband. 
Her skull being 
crushed 
it was 
impossible to reconstruct her features 
but the mo6t perfect women’s shull in 
the tomb was taken and 
modelled 
after the face of the dead women. 
On this the headdress has been ar­ 
ranged. 
Fifty-nine Bodies. 
It is formed of coils of gold ribbon, 
j Across the forehead is a band of 
lapis lazuli beads, from which hang 
! heavy rings of bright gold. Higher up 
| the headdress takes the form of two 
I floral wreaths, one of mulberry leaves 
the other of wollow or beech leaves, 
I everyone beautifully formed of gold. 
The final touch is a great gold 
! comb which 
towers 
above 
the 
wreaths. It is like a seven-fingered 
hand and from the fingers fall seven 
delicate golden flowers which swayed 
and tinkled together when she moved 
her head. 
Exactly how the 59 men and wom­ 
en were murdered is a mystery but 
from appearances it is believed they 
were all marshalled into the dim un­ 
derground chamber and then 
at a 
signal slaughtered where they stood;

At Police Court Now 


Styles of entertainment for the 
Alco-Rub gang: those unfortunates 
whose duty it seems to be to get into 
the Jail at least once a week on an 
Intoxication charge: change just as 
does anything else. According to the 
Old ’Un at the police station, it was 
not so many years ago that the ones 
who were not caught the night be­ 
fore were sure to be on hand the 
next morning to hear Justice dealt to 
their pals, who were so beleaguered 
by the Imps as to have the law catch 
them that way. 
In fact, police court, 10 or 12 years 
ago, was an entertainment for all and 
sundry who happened to be in the 
vicinity of the city hall when it was 
called. The police department used 
to be filled every morning with gawk­ 
ing spectators when the thin line of 
bleary eyed and bedraggled guests of 
the Jail in the basement of the city 
building were brought into the court. 
But it is different now. Now the 


convenes at 9 o’clock every morning 
is a policeman or two, a reporter, and 
very occasionally a spectator.

usually the spectator is there to help 
out a friend who finds himself in the 
arms of the law. 
Yes, at 9 o’clock each morning the 
mayor comes down from his office 
on the second story of the city build­ 
ing, and after swapping greetings with 
those about the police station, go«3 
into the chief of police's room for a 
pre-view of the day’s docket.

Then, if it is the 
man’s premier before the court, usual­ 
ly he is released after a few words 
of advice are poured into his ears. 
Others are given five days or five dol­ 
lars, and most elect to take the five 
days. Still others—habitual drunks— 
are allowed to work around the citv 
hall for a few days to pay their fines. 
It all depends on the case. 
If it is a speakeasy proprietor, his 
fihe is usually anywhere from $25 to 
$00.One by one the mayor disposes of 
the cases.

stretches, grins at the reporter, mur­ 
murs, "Well, it is a light day” or 
"well, it has been a busy night for 
the men.” as the case might be, climbs 
down from the sergeant's desk and 
slowly makes his way upstairs.

At the 
same time a French troupe is per­ 
forming in Berlin. 
Louis de Vries Dutch troupe gave 
a few plays at the Odeon theater 
and then Leon Lion's English com­ 
pany came along. 
The 
latter has 
probably drawn the record crowds 
tor all Paris especially the younger 
generation, is learning English these 
days. The regular 
English 
theatre 
which has now become a permanent 
Institution in Paris is playing to a 
good audience every night. 
The actors of the Jewish Academic 
theatre of Moscow played for two 
weeks in Yiddish and many of those 
who attended without knowing this 
language maintained that they en­ 
joyed it exactly as much as 
if they 
had. Dialogue was not the essential. 
It not what the actors said hut what 
they did that made the performance 
so engaging. 
Lovers of the art of the theatre 
found much to interest them in the 
performance of “Princes 
Turandot’ 
given by the Vachtangnov Studio of 
Moscow. Then there were the Rus­ 
sian ballets and above all the Span­ 
ish ones and lovely Argentina danc­ 
ing to perfection at the Opera Comi­ 
que. And last, but certainly not the 
least, in the international mixture of 
theatre in Paris is the 
Jazz 
opera, 
“Jonny mene la danse” at the Thea­ 
tre des Champs Elysees.

(International New* Service) 
MOSCOW, July 25.—V. E. Meyer- 
hold, one of the most famous futristic 
theatrical producers in the world, is 
again being attacked, this time be­ 
cause he accepted 500 rubles ($250) a 
day as a move actor for Sovkino, the 
State Motion Picture trust. 
Meyerhold finished his role in two 
toays. But the Soviet press raised the 
cry of scandal because he, a member 
of the Communist party, “had the 
nerve to take sudh an enormous sal­ 
ary.” Meyerhold earned in two days 
as much as any of his comrades do 
in nine months. His only retort was 
that since Sovkino was willing to pay 
500 rubles a day he must have been 
worth It. 
Vassily I. Kachaloff, one of the 
greatest actors on the Russian legiti­ 
mate stage, got 6,000 rubles for 15 
days work in the same picture. But 
no fuss was raised because he is not 
a member of the Communist party. 
Meyerhold had just emerged from 
a vituperative barrage of dramatic 
critics who charged that almost the 
sole object of his newest play was to 
show off his wife in “trunksful of 
shimmering gowns” while playing the 
part of a “rather pathetic” heroine. 
Madam Meyerhold broke down and 
wept when called before the censor­ 
ship commission to explain why such 
luxury should be paraded before the 
workers in the land of the proletariat.

Chma Oo Road 
To Prosperity 
With New Govt.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 27. — The 
China that was content to rest on the 
laurels and traditions of its sleeping 
forefathers is no more. 
Recent political e v e n t s have 
strengthened the hold of the young 
Nationalist party, and 8an Francisco 
Chinese see the end of the bloody 
and bitter struggle of the monarch­ 
ists again to rule the land of 450,000,- 
000 people. 
What all this means was old by 
Jr. Ng (Cg) Poon Chew, editor of 
Chung Sai Yat Po, the Important 
Chinese daily newspaper here, Dr. 
Chew received the degree of Letters 
at the University of Pittsburgh. 
“The situation in China has clari­ 
fied sooner than most of the Chinese 
anticipated,” said Dr. Poon. 
“Most 
of the Chinese have long believed that 
China would be under one leadership, 
under the leadership of one progres­ 
sive government. It looks very fav­ 
orable now that the objective of the 
Nationalists has been accomplished. 
This was the seizing of Peking. 
Reconstruction Ahead 
‘From now on we may look forward 
a a very great period of reconstruc­ 
tion. We may even prophecy that the 
progress that will be made in the next 
Thirty years in China will be equal 
U not greater than that in Japan in 
;he last fifty years. The race of peo­ 
ple In China today is entirely differ­ 
ent than the Chinese of the Boxer 
rebellion in 1900. 
‘Why we are sanguine of the fu­ 
ture is based upon the personnel of 
the nationalist government. 
All of 
the leaders in the Nationalist move­ 
ment are of the younger generation, 
and most of them are returned stu­ 
dents from either the United States, 
Europe or Japan. These people have 
come into close contact with the West 
and they thoroughly realize the sit­ 
uation into which they have been 
placed by the former government. 
Consequently they are impatient and 
they are doing their very best to re­ 
store China to a position Justified by 
the great area, resources and popula­ 
tion. 
“One of the greatest factors work­ 
ing toward the uplift of 450,000,000 
people is the new educational move­ 
ment. 
Mass education is reducing 
illiteracy and within the next gen­ 
eration or two Illiteracy should dis­ 
appear in China. 
The text books 
now prepared for the Chinese schools, 
of all grades, are made with the pur­ 
pose of removing old ideas and tra­ 
ditions of the past from the minds 
of the young. The young minds now 
will be directed toward the future. 
The coming generation will not be 
bound by the fetters of habits or 
traditions of the past.” 
Analysing China 
Analyzing China, its past, present 
and future, Dr. Chew said the West 
never need fear agrandizement by an 
awakened China. 
“Except for the Tartars and Mon- 
gels, China has never been an ag­ 
gressive nation seeking territory be­ 
yond its borders,” Dr. Chew continued. 
“The West has always held a mis­ 
taken attitude toward China in that 
the West has mistaken mechanical 
progress for culture. China has for 
centuries isolated itself, a self-suffi­ 
cient nation, disbelieving and refus­ 
ing to accept the ‘new ideas’ of the 
west. Yet China has a greater de­ 
gree of culture than the West. 
“In the West, meaning the United 
States the people are concentrating 
themselves to the carer of the dol­ 
lar. 
The American people are not 
happy. They live a quantity rather 
than a quality existence in their lit­ 
tle apartments with a kitchenette. 
The Americans of today are not as 
happy as were their forefathers even 
though they have more mechanical 
fathers.”

BERLIN, July 37. — “Polar flights 
like the ones undertaken by Amund­ 
sen with the 'Norge* and by Nobile 
with the ‘Italia’ are entirely worthless 
from a meteorological point of view. 
They yield no scientific results what­ 
soever and are not comparable to 
the brilliant achievements of Pritjof 
Nansen, who drifted about in polar 
ice for years. 
While the world is anxiously watch­ 
ing the dramatic story of Nobile’s 
rescue from almost certain death in 
the lonely, Icebound deserts of the 
polar region, this opinion was ex­ 
pressed with great frankness by Pro­ 
fessor Dr. H. von Picker, director of 
the Meteorological Institute of Prus­ 
sia, in an article of the Deutsche Al- 
legmelne Zeitung. 
Foolish to Talk 
“I wish people would cease excus­ 
ing their aeronautic expeditions to 
the North Pole by hinting to the re­ 
sults possibly obtained there in for 
meteorological science. As things are 
at present, airships and flyers badly 
need meteorology, but meteorology 
does not need them in the least. 
“It is Just as foolish to talk about 
shooting a rocket into the air for the 
sake of meteorological observations. 
Meterologlcal science does not take a 
burning interest in such experiments 
because so far nobody has the slight­ 
est idea what the instruments should 
be like with which the rockets are to 
be shot. 
“Valuable observations and posi­ 
tive scientific results for meteorology 
can only be obtained in extensive 
expeditions in polar regions as the 
one undertaken years ago by Pritjof 
Nansen with his “Pram”. 
Results 
may also be obtained if airships 
should succeed in establishing a per­ 
manent observation station near the 
pole, dropping men and material by 
means of parachutes. 
Or, if this is 
not possible, by landing a group of 
well trained meteorologists near the 
pole and fetching them after some 
months.

Wilkins Flight To 
Sooth Pole Will Be 
From Cape Colbeck 


(International News Service) 
LONDON, July 2q—Details of the 
daring flight over the South Pole, 
which is planned by Captain Sir 
George Wilkins, the Australian air­ 
man who was knighted for his work 
in the Arctic, have just been pub­ 
lished here. 
The trip will be made from a base 
near the Cape Colbeck ice barrier in 
King Edward VII Land on the east­ 
ern side of the Ross Sea, where ships 
have established bases for whaling 
fleets. 
From this base Sir George intends 
to cover the Antarctic to Graham 
Land, which is situated to the south­ 
ward of the 8hetland Islands, cover­ 
ing enormous wastes never before 
seen by man. 
In the course of his 
research he intends to fly over the 
South Pole. 
The main object of the flight is to 
ascertain what land, if any, lies be­ 
tween two unexplored areas of the 
Antarctic Circle which Cook and Bil- 
lingshausen failed to penetrate, al­ 
though they approached the fringe of 
the great ice barrier.

CAMBRIDGE. Mass.. July 27 — 
Harvard athletic authorities will dress 
the crimson gridiron players in cus­ 
tom-made moleskins this coming fall. 
The coaches will use new pads on 
the uniforms, each tailored to the 
curves of the individual. These pads 
for the hips and kidneys, are made 
of three layers of felt and leather. 
This new type of pad is the result 
of tests made by “Eskie" Clark, H ar­ 
vard's center coach and assistant di­ 
rector of athletics at the college, the 
late Major Fred Moore, for many 
years graduate treasurer of the H ar­ 
vard A. A., and Arnold Horween, head 
coach of Harvard football. 
Clark and Moore worked on the 
new pad for about three years, dur­ 
ing that time consulting many ex­ 
perts. 
Their chief hope was to re­ 
duce bulk to a minimum, and this, 
according to Clark, has been accom­ 
plished in the new protector. 
Horween’s contribution to the la­ 
bors of the others was the three-ply 
thickness. 
The outside is made of 
leather, the middle section of both 
leather and felt, and the lining is of 
felt alone. 
The theory of the three thicknesses, 
according to the Harvard men, is 
that the player will discard the inner 
pad. as he betters his condition, and 
perhaps the middle one, too. 
Each 
pad discarded will serve to make the 
man lighter and faster.
